He perceived a 
very disagreeable odor in the room in which 
he was writing, and found it came from an 
old register which Opened into the cellar.—

th* Burdcll Murder trials, as they me called, 
in the Court of Oyer and Terminer—the 
cue of Mrs. Cunningham having been fir»t 
c*jl«d on, tnd not yet disposed of. 
The 


flnt day was spent in the business of em- 
ptitmelim; a jury, composed of persons who 
had not prejudiced the case—which object, 
after examining and setting aside more than 
one hundred individuals as more or less 
thoroughly disqualified, was finally accom- 
plished about 9 o'clock in the evening. 


Yesterday morning, upon the re-opening 


of the Court, Mrs. Cunningham and her 
Counsel being present the District Attorney, 
Mr. Hall, briefly but plainly stated the case 
on behalf of th'e prosecution—reciting the 
leading features of the horrid tragedy, all 
pointing with fearful distinctness to the 
agency or complicity of the wretched woman 
who sat before him. The principal witness- 
es yesterday were the two servant girls, 
Hannah Conlan and Mary Donohoe, and 
Doct. J. W. Francis of Bond Street, who 
was .among the first to see and examine the 
body of the murdered victim, on the morning 
«fter the assassination. 
The testimony of 


these persons was substantially the same as 
that pieviously given by them upon the 
Coroner's investigation—that of the servant 
jirls going to show a very hostile and bitter 
state of affairs between Dr. Burdell and his 
tenant shortly prior to the murder, and great 
i'eeclom taken with his room and personal 
effects by Mrs. C. and her daughters in his 
absence. There is much interest felt in the 
progress of the trial,'as evinced by the early 
md late and constant attendance of throng- 
Ing multitudes. 
But everybody says that 


nobody will be convicted—though one 
would bepuzzled, I think, to find much ot 
anybody who really entertains any reasona- 
ble or well-grounded doubts upon the sub- 
ject.
